Opt 7.04 Failure to renew. An optometrist who fails to
renew a certificate of registration by the renewal date may
not practice optometry, until the certificate is restored
under s.

Opt 7.05 Late renewal. An optometrist who fails to renew
a certificate of registration by the renewal date may re-

store the certificate by satisfying the following require-
ments:

(1) If applying less than 5 years after the renewal date,
submit an application on a form provided by the depart-
ment and pay the renewal fee specified in s. 440.08 (2) (a),
Stats.

(2) If applying 5 years or more after the renewal date,
submit an application on a form provided by the depart-
ment, pay the renewal fee specified in s. 440.08 (2) (a),
State., and submit proof of:

(a) Successful completion of educational coursework re-
quired by the board to ensure protection of the public
health, safety and welfare, and

(b) Successful completion of an examination required by
the board to ensure protection of the public health, safety
and welfare.
